Discovery of the fraud resulted 
from the publication of a scientific 
article written by Dr. G.

zine ‘‘Nature,"’ on Aug. 7, 

According to Prof. Kammerer's 
parting letter, this article made him 
realize that the accusation brought 
against him of having falsified 
proofs of certain of his scientific 
assertions would dog him to the 
end of his life. The letter said he 
could not bear to see the work of 
his life destroyed and that !e 
would rather commit suicide. 

Dr. Noble’s criticism of Profes- 
sor Kammerer resulted from the 
examination by the American sci- 
entist of a specimen proof of the 
body of a toad which contained al- 
leged callosities which appeared 
on the toad during the breeding 
season. The general import of the 
experiment was to attempt lo show 
that acquired characteristics are 
hereditary. 

Dr. Noble discovered 
tional staining, probably 
had been used by which black  i*- 
mentations in the region of the 
eallosities were falsely intensified 

“The specimen, which had been 
doctored, probably would have 
heen laid to my door.” Prof. Kam 
merer’s parting note said “Upon 
reexamining the specimen after Dr 
Noble I found his statement fully 
borne out. The person who. besides 
me, could have an interest in ef- 
fecting the falsification can only 
be vainly conjectured. It is certain 
that the suspicion has been ast 
upon my whole life’s labor.” 

Prof. Kammerer hinted that an 
assistant. long dead, might have 
heen responsible for the fraud.

I$ NOT PHONE COMPANY DUTY 


Missouri Supreme Court Reverses 
$900 Judgment in Frederick- 
town Damage Case. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Oct. 11.—A 
section of the Missouri public 
service law that authorizes patrons 
of telephone and telegraph com- 
panies to recover penalties from 
such companies for failure to 
promptly and impartially receive 
and transmit messages, does not 
impose upon telephone companies 
the duty of receiving, transmitting 
and delivering written messages for 
a patron, Division No. 1 of the Su- 
preme Court held. in @ decision 
handed down today. 

The opinion cited other court de- 


j cisions that telephone companies 


did not themselves transmit and 
deliver messages, but offered their 
facilities for such transmission by 
the patron himself. 

The court held a telephone com- 
pany coula not be required to reg- 
ceive and transmit a written mes- 
snge for a patron, unless it had 
offered the public such service in 
its operating rules. 

The case involved a suit filed by 
E. H. Besg of Fredericktown, Mo., 
against the Citizens’ Telephone Co. 
of Fredericktown and the south- 
western Bell Telephone Co., for 
failure to tran$mit three written 
messages he presented to the Citi- 
zens’ Telephone Co., Feb. 3, 1922. 
The lower court gave him a total 
judgment of $900 on three counts, 
under the penalty section of the 
law. 

In reversing this judgment, Su- 
preme Judge Atwood, author of the 
opinion, held telephone companies 
did not come under the penalty sec- 
tion on transmission of messages. 
He held that telephone companies 
had a right to make reasonable 
rules and regulations for the con- 
duct of their business, that were 
not in conflict with any duty re-
